agent client of at least one remote device, wherein said network system includes: at 
least one local connecting port a remote connecting port and an SIP processing 
module electrically connected with the local connecting port and remote connecting port 
... the SIP processing module including: said SIP agent client of the local device and 
said SIP call server
